N analyzing my thoughts for expres- 

sion at this meeting, I came to the con- 
clusion that the most important point, I 
believe the one upper-most in my mind 
was: 

Recognition of the limitless opportuni- 
ty for purposeful service. 

I believe every one of you subscribes 
to the criterion that there is some pur- 
pose beyond the powers of humans to 
discern for which we were put on this 
earth. For my part, I subscribe to that 
fuly, and I believe that the greatest pur- 
pose which we are permitted to see is to 
serve others. I believe it is no platitude 
to say that never have the objectives of 
higher purposes been in greater need of 
service from men and women of high- 
principal integrity than the purposes for 
which the founding fathers established 
this Nation. I believe that never has this 
Nation, and the cause of freedom of 
which it is today the pre-eminent leader, 
been in greater need of such service. 

Each of us has been rendering, I am 
sure, the best service of which each is 
capable. You have been doing so as a 
closely integrated team, concerned with 
the whole range of global problems con- 
fronting our Army and our Military 
Establishment. I have likewise been do- 
ing it, but in distant fields. However

Service Manpower 
Dispute Threatens 


A top-level manpower dispute, raised 
at an unpublicized all-Service parley, is 
in the making and there is a possibility 
conflicting viewpoints eventually may 
reach the White House for decision. 

The Defense Department is certain to 
do everything possible to keep the argu- 
ments “within the family,” but since 
other agencies will become involved the 
problem may come in for public discus- 
sion. 

The dispute centers around the adjust- 
ments necessary in an unprecedented 
manpower situation, where an Armed 
Forces of 3,000,000 men or more is seen 
as an indefinite prospect notwithstanding 
the absence of hostilities. The Armed 
Forces have never been in this condition 
before. 

The crux of the issue is the allocation 
among the Army, Navy, Air Force and 
Marine Corps of men with the lowest 
mental and physical qualifications, the 
Category Four personnel. 

Directly related to this is the Army 
proposal, strongly opposed this week by 
Air Force Assistant Secretary H. Lee 
White, that Selective Service be employed 
across-the-board, 

With the exception of about 50,000 Ma- 
rines drafted after hostilities began in 
Korea, only the Army has employed the 
draft. 

Assistant Secretary White said at a 
press conference this week that two-year

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Fear Expressed SecNav Anderson In Conflict 
With Law on WAVE Selection Board Failure 


Pentagon observers expressed concern 
this week that action taken by Secre- 
tary of the Navy Robert B. Anderson is 
contrary to responsibility vested in him 
by Congress. 

Although they declined to be named 
because they believe Mr. Anderson acted 
unknowingly and in good faith, JouRNAL 
sources expressed fear that the Navy 
Secretary has acted illegally in deciding 
not to convene a selection board during 
fiscal ‘54 to promote WAVE officers to 
commander. 

In voicing concern, they 
recently published draft 
laws relating to the 
states that the

The proposed codification, prepared by 
a House Judiciary Subcommittee headed 
by Representative William M. McCul- 
loch (R-Mich.), is not in itself binding 
on the Navy Secretary. However, since 
the proposed draft merely co: ‘relates laws 
already in existence, JOURNAL sources 
state that the intent of the Congress was 


clear even before the codification but 
that it apparently had been overlooked 
by Navy officials responsible for advising 
the Secretary on personnel matters. 

This latter aspect was indicated last 
week when a spokesman for Vice Adm. 
James L. Holloway told THE JourRNAL that 
“The Chief of Naval Personnel does not 
believe that the law requires selection 
boards for women officers in each grade 
to be convened annually.” 

Those disturbed about the legality of

has time to reverse the decision, thereby 
avoiding Congressional criticism, espe- 


cially since

the precedent was set by his 
(also, presumably, unin- 


formed as to the intent of the WAVE 
promotion law). 
Only twice since Congress passed the 


law making women a part of the Regular 
Navy has the sea service convened boards 
to select WAVEs for promotion to com- 
mander. The Integration Act itself does 
not spell out the requirement for annual 


boards, but it does state that all laws 
relating to male officers which are “not 
inconsistent” with the Women’s Act are 


applicable to the WAVEs. 

A provision of the Officer Personnel Act 
of 1947 (which guides male genase 
makes it mandatory for the Navy Secre- 
tary to convene a board at least once 
each year for each of the male grades. 

Correlating the two laws, the House 
Judiciary Committee drafted a new sec- 
tion covering boards for Navy and Ma- 
rine Corps women officers. It reads: “At 
least once each year and at such times 
as he directs, the Secretary of the Navy

enlistment tours “would wreck the Air 
Force.” 

He is known to have taken this position 
in equally strong terms during a “Little 
Quantico” meeting held late last week at 
the Naval Medical Center, Bethesda, Md. 

Modeled after Defense Secretary 
Charles E. Wilson’s widely heralded con- 
ference at Quantico, Va., in July, the 
Bethesda meeting, which lasted from 9 
A.M. to 9 P.M. including a dinner with 
Mr. Wilson, was called by Assistant De- 
fense Secretary John A, Hannah. 

Present were the top civilian and mili- 
tary personnel experts of all the Services. 

A public information spokesman at the 
Naval Medical Center said that notwith- 
standing the VIPS present, no photo- 
graphs were made at the conference by 
Navy photographers. At the Pentagon, 
Defense officials declined to discuss de- 
tails of the session. 

At the same time that the Air Force 
is demonstrating its abhorrence of the 
draft, the Army is showing signs of put- 
ting up a new fight, backed by Selective 
Service, for across-the-board inductions. 

Former Army Secretary Frank C. Pace, 
jr., several times mentioned the Army’s 
desirability for such a plan, but during 
his Pentagon tenure—apparently to main- 
tain harmony—the Army’s argument was 
never pressed vigorously. 

Secretary Robert T. Stevens is ex- 
pected to urge a new look by the Defense 





shall convene selection boards to recom- 
mend women officers on the active list 
in the line of the Navy for promotion 
to the grades of commander, lieutenant 
commander and lieutenant.” 

The Marine Corps, whose promotion 
laws are incorporated within Navy pro- 
motion laws, has always interpreted the 
law to mean that annual boards are 
mandatory for its women officers. Each 
year since passage of the Integration Act, 
the Marine Corps has selected at least 
one woman officer for promotion to lieu- 
tenant colonel, except for one year in 
which no officers were eligible. 

The Navy, with officers eligible every 
year since passage of the act, did not 
consider women for promotion to com- 
mander in 1950 or 1951 and has announced 
that the Secretary does not plan to con- 
vene one this year. 

At present, the Navy has only four 
Regular Line WAVE commanders, the 
same number it had in 1948 when the 
Integration Act was passed. Eighteen 
officers are eligible for promotion to com- 
mander during the current fiscal year, 22 
vacancies are authorized by law, and at 
least one of the billets presently occupied 
will be vacated next year when Comdr. 
Bess Dunn retires on 1 Nov. at the age 
of 55. 

The law provides that the number of 
officers to be selected by the annual board 
for promotion to commander shall be de- 
termined by the SecNav according “to 
the number of vacancies existing for such 
officers,” and “plus the estimated number 
of such vacancies which will occur dur- 
ing the ensuing 12-month period.” 

Thus, with Commander Dunn’s immi- 
nent retirement, the Navy could select 
at least one WAVE for promotion to com- 
mander even if it did not increase the 
number of billets now held by WAVE 
commanders. 

Advocates of better promotion policies 
for the WAVEs believe, however, that it 
is essential to step up promotions to the 
higher ranks if the Navy’s women are to 
be given fair career opportunities. 

One WAVE officer will have to retire 
next March after having had only a 50 
per cent chance of selection for com- 


| mander because of the “slow” promotion 





policies. More will follow. Male officers 
have better than an 80 per cent chance 
of selection to commander and better 
than 88 per cent to captain. 

Observers believe that when the mat- 
ter is called to the attention of Secretary 
Anderson he will initiate action to re- 
move the current WAVE promotion bloc 
and thus place WAVE career opportuni- 
ties on an even keel.

Sources close to Secretary Stevens and 
his manpower specialist, Assistant Secre- 
tary James P. Mitchell, say that these 
Army leaders are concerned lest the 
Army alone will continue to be saddled 
with a two-year turnover problem, ag- 
gravated by a disproportionate number of 
harder-to-train Category Four personnel. 

It is said Mr. Stevens is perturbed that 
if the Army, exclusively, uses the. draft 
in peacetime that it may be considered 
“second-rate” among young men of the 
Nation, who will be targets of ambitious 
recruiting efforts by the other Services. 

Furthermore, Secretary Stevens will 
point to the increasing need for special- 
ists in Army enlisted ranks to man units 
employing atomic weapons and guided 
missiles. 

During the service of former Assistant 
Defense Secretary Anna M. Rosenberg, a 
plan was worked out to provide a Quali- 
tative Distribution of manpower among 
the Armed Forces. This system was de- 
signed to insure that the Army, Navy, 
Air Force and Marine Corps received 
proportional quotas of men in the four 
categories. 

Pentagon officials say that this sys- 
tem has worked to increase the number 
of Category One and Two men in the 
Army, but relate that the Army and Ma- 
rine Corps, because of the draft, have 
been forced to take and keep more than 
their share of Category Four personnel. 

The Air Force soon may be able to 
reduce even further the number of Cate- 





Maj. Gen. Kenneth D. Nichols Will} yegre 
Army To Become AEC General M nAger 


Granted special authorization because 
“his services would be of greatest value 
to the country in his new capacity,” Maj. 
Gen. Kenneth D. Nichols, 46, Army Chief 
of Research and Development, will retire 
after 24 years’ service to become General 
Manager for the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission on 1 Nov. 

General Nichols, one of the nation’s 
outstanding authorities on atomic devel- 
opment, was wartime district engineer of 
the Manhattan (Atomic Bomb) District. 

His appointment as AEC General Man- 
ager to succeed Mr. Marion W. Boyer, 
who has held the post for three years, was 
announced yesterday by AEC Chairman 
Lewis L. Strauss, who is a rear admiral 
in the Naval Reserve. 

General Nichols, a 1929 West Point 
graduate, received a degree in civil engi- 
neering at Cornell University in 1932 and 
a year later won a master’s degree at the 
same university. He holds a Ph.D. in 
hydraulic engineering at Iowa State Uni- 
versity. 

Admiral Strauss said General Nichols’ 
selection as the AEC’s top manager was 
based on his long experience in the atomic 
energy field and his recognized and out- 
standing technical and administrative 
ability. 

“General Nichols was a pioneer among 
military men engaged in the develop- 
ment of atomic energy in 1942,” said 
Chairman Strauss. “He has had a continu- 
ous record of accomplishment in key 
positions in research and development 
activities, construction of plants, produc- 
tion activities, weapons manufacture and 
military application of atomic energy, 
along with military planning and weap- 
ons development. This extensive experi- 
ence made him a natural choice for the 
general managerial function of the 
Atomic Energy Commission.” 

Scheduled for duty with troops in July, 
1942, General Nichols was selected for 
assignment instead to a special Corps of 
Engineers organization set up on order of 
President Roosevelt 
1942 for developing and producing the 
atomic bomb. This project later became 
known as the Manhattan Engineer Dis- 
trict, and General Nichols was assigned 
as deputy to Brig. Gen. (then Col.) J. C. 
Marshall, who was the District Engineer 
at that time. General Nichols succeeded 
Colonel Marshall as District Engineer in 
August 1943 reporting directly to Lt. Gen. 
(then Brig. Gen.) Leslie R. Groves in 
Washington. In this capacity General 
Nichols had supervision of the research 
and development connected with, and the 
design, construction and operation of all

General Nichols continued to serve with 
the Manhattan District until the respon. 
sibilities for atomic energy were turned 
over to the Atomic Energy Commission 
in January of 1947. At that time he was 
appointed Professor of Mechanics at the 
U. S. Military Academy at West Point 
New York. 

Although this was intended to be a per. 
manent appointment, the pressure of 
atomic energy work first required his 
utilization as a consultant to the U.§ 
Delegation to the United Nations Atomic 
Energy Commission, to the Military Liaj- 
son Committee, and to Senator B. B 
Hickenlooper, then chairman of the Joint 


Congressional Committee for Atomi 
Energy. 

Early in 1948, with the increase in in- 
ternational tension, he was relieved fron 
duty at West Point, promoted to th 
grade of major general, and assigned 
Chief of the Armed Forces Special Weap- 
ons Project. 

The Armed Forces Special Weapons 


Project is a joint Army-Navy-Air Force 
command charged with atomic 
logistical and training responsibilities 

He served as Chief of this project from 
1948 until January 1951. During the same 
period he was Deputy Director for Atom 
Energy Matters, Plans and Operations 
Division of the General Staff, U. S. Arm 
and was Senior Army Member of the Mili- 
tary Liaison Committee to the Atom 
Energy Commission. 

In the fall of 1950, 
Keller was appointed Director of 
Missiles, Mr. Keller asked for the 
ment of General Nichols as his deputy 
General Nichols served as Deputy Direc- 
tor of Guided Missiles and was the prin- 
cipal assistant to Mr. Keller’ in dis- 
charging his responsibilities for advising 
and assisting the Secretary of Defens:

guided missiles. He continued with Mr: 
Keller until the completion of his assign- 
ment which was anonunced on 18 Septem- 
ber of this year.

The Army and also the Marine Corps 
are perturbed that if all Services do not 
use Selective Service, they will be stuck 
with increasing percentages of men with 
lower mental and physical qualifications. 

At the Bethesda meeting, Army and 
Marine Corps spokesmen questioned the 
contention of the Air Force that the lat- 
ter Service requires relatively higher 
qualifications among its enlisted ranks. 

The Army and Marine Corps say that 
although specialization requirements con- 
ceivably may be higher in the Air Force 
and Navy, the need for men with combat 
leadership qualifications is greater in the 
ground forces. 

The fact that Assistant Secretary 
White made such a strong statement at 
the Petagon press conference held only 
four days after the Bethesda meeting 
gives clear indication that the Air Force 
is not thinking in terms of the draft, 
notwithstanding the fact that during 
fiscal year 1955 the Air Force is due to 
lose about 180,000 airmen. 

Mr. White said it will be possible for 
the Air Force to meet this requirement 
on a strictly voluntary basis. He stated 
the Air Force “is giving no thought to 
use of the draft.” 

To ease the problem of replacements 





for FY ’55, the Air Force now is per 
mitting thousands of men with only two 
years service to apply for release by 3 
Dec. 

The charge is being made by the other 
Services, particularly the Army, that 
many of those being released enlisted in 
the Air Force for four years in orde? 
to avoid the rigors of infantry service 
during hostilities. 

There are those in the Army, and Secre 
tary Stevens may be among them, wh? 
contend that if the Air Force can releas 
thousands of men after two years service 
the draft should be used for all the 
Services.

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See’y Talbott Calls 
“Fringe Benefits”’ Vital 


Following visits during recent months 
to more than 100 bases around the world, 
Air Force Secretary Harold E. Talbott 
this week proclaimed himself a leading 
advocate of continued and expanded 
“fringe benefits” for the Armed Forces. 

He said that in the Air Force alone the 
expenditure of $100 million to provide 
adequate housing and recreational facili- 
ties would result in annual saving of $250 
million by raising reenlistments. 

He said a 10 per cent increase in reen- 
listments would save a quarter of a bil- 
lion dollars each year. 

Secretary Talbott expressed concern 
over a slump in Air Force reenlistments 
from 53 to 21 per cent. 

He said that reductions in “fringe bene- 
fits,” in which he included housing, recre- 
ational facilities such as clubs and swim- 
ming pools, commissary and post ex- 
change privileges and family medical 
care, were “penny wise and pound 
foolish.” 

Mr. Talbott said “we are going to get 
up some legislation between the three 
Services and go to Congress with them 
in January.” 

Assistant Air Force Secretary H. Lee 
White, joining Secretary Talbott at a 
Pentagon press conference, said that a 
Serviceman’s “Bill of Rights” is being 
drafted. 

Mr. White said the objective will be 
to codify “fringe benefits’ so that Serv- 
icemen will know that “they will be their 
rights and they won’t be taken away 
from them.” 

Here are excerpts from remarks made 
by Secretary Talbott and Assistant Sec- 
retary White on the matter of “fringe 
benefits.” 

Secretary Talbott said: 

The most important thing in this Air 
Force is the personnel turnover and it is so 
expensive and when you go through the 
various stories of how these fringe benefits 


cut into these youngsters, it is perfectly 
astounding. 
Let me tell you off the record — well, I 


don’t care; you can print this if you want. 
Here is a story that happened to Curt Le 
May at SAC. I don’t think we ever have had 
a guy—I can’t imagine a commander that is 
more anxious to do things for his command 
and he drives it like the devil to get an ef- 
ficient able command. Now, he put on an 
automobile race out there, a midget race, 
and they advertised it and they did quite 
a job, and they finally netted, I think, $53,- 
000. So he had a committee of non-commis- 
sioned officers and a couple of lieutenants or 
a couple of commissioned officers, but the 
majority of them were non-commissioned, 
and they got that $53,000 and LeMay put it 
up to this committee, What shall we do with 
it. Now, I’ll bet anybody $5.00 to fifty cents 
or $5.00 to a nickel that they can’t guess 
what they wanted to do with it. 

The Press: Build an officers’ club. (Laugh- 
ter). 

Secretary Talbott: You owe me a nickel. 
All right. Now, they wondered what they 
were going to do. What do they want most 
that they couldn’t get? Not dames. (Laugh- 
ter). 

The Press: Put the slot machines back. 

Secretary Talbott: I just was astounded. 
What they wanted to buy was some Sim- 
mons beds. They thought their beds were so 
uncomfortable. But that is the thing they 
demanded—beds. The reason for it — they 
built an ideal barracks out there as a sample, 
with furniture, and so forth. But all of them 
were just crazy to have decent beds to sleep 
in. It just shows where your things go. 

Now, these fringe benefits — I have told 
this story; many of you may have heard it, 
but we lose 180,000 men in a year. We have 
spent $14,000 developing those men and then 
they won't reenlist. We have to turn back 
and get another group. We have already 
spent two and a half billion dollars train- 
ing those fellows. 180,000 times 14,000 is two 
and a half billion. Now we have to turn 
around and train another group. You can’t 
do as you do in industry—go hire another 
electronics man or an observer or whatever 
you have trained this fellow for, and it is 
the fringe benefits. You can go in and give 
every airman a raise of $25,000 that wouldn't 
have much effect. What he wants is a decent 
club, he wants a swimming pool, he wants 
to buy his gasoline on the base as they used 
to. Now, just think. I was talking to Gen- 
eral Timberlake at Eglin. He has men living 
as far as 40 miles away from the base be- 
cause they couldn't afford to buy—these air- 
men couldn’t get on the base. There were 
no accommodations for them: they couldn't 
get a house close by but they got married, 
had a wife, were 40 miles away and yet that 
kid can’t buy his gasoline, and they can’t 
help him in his transportation. They used 
to be able to buy their gas on the base and 
when the filling stations around the base 





brought political pressure, they took that 
away. They have taken away all the post 
exchange privileges. The post exchanges, the 
commissary, the living conditions for these 
fellows, their clubs, their athletic facilities, 
their decent living and decent life is the 
thing that we need. Now. when vou talk 
about 970.000 men I'll bet vou this Air Force 
would work beautifully if we had a nerma- 
nent staff of 100,000 or 150,000 less men, but 
the great problem is to make our ennditions 
decent enough for our men so that thev 
want to stay in the Air Force 

The Press: Mr. Secretary hove vou sold 
Mr. Wilson on these fringe benefits such as 
PX’s and commissaries? He seems to have 
been runnine against it a little bit. 

Secretary Talbott: I don't think he wi]! ea 
against it. I had lunch today with all our 
commanding officers. IT tell vou if vou were 
a board of directors I'd sit down with anv 
of vou and I'll bet vou if we could spend 
a hundred million dollars—it would take us 
a couple of yeors to spend it—to take care 
of the fringe benefits, the housing, the com- 
forts, the clubs, the swimming pools, and 
just the decent thines those bovs should 
have, that hundred million would save us 
$250 million a year because all vou have to 
do is raise your rate of reenlistment ten per 
cent and it is worth $250 million a year to 
you. That’s actual arithmetic. 

Assistant Secretary White: Actually we are 
working on—that auestion that Mr. Stevens 
asked—we are working now on a committee 
that Dr. Hannah has formed under Mr. Wil- 
son’s direction to try and establish what we 
like to call the Bill of Rights for the mili- 
tary people—try to codify some of these 
fringe benefits so that thev will be their 
rights and they won't be taken away from 
them. 

The Press: Any idea when you will make 
that Bill of Rights available? 

Secretary Talbott: I think we are going 
to get up some legislation between the three 
services and go to Congress with them this 
January. I hope so, because I think, as I 
said before, the nolicy has been penny wise 
and pound foolish. 

The Press: Mr. Secretary, has any survey 
ever been made to determine what percent- 
age of the men don't reenlist for the simple 
reason they don’t like washing dishes and 
pots and pans? 

Secretary Talbott: We've got a full study 
of all of the various reasons why they fail 
to reenlist. I have had enough experience. 
I have visited 140 bases since I have been 
here. I could pretty near go into your base 
and tell you what your rate of reenlistment 
is. You can go into one of the Moroccan 
bases, you know the rate of reenlistment is 
zero. You go into Okinawa and your rate 
of reenlistment is 40 per cent. Our rate of 
reenlistment has gone from 53 to 21 per cent. 
It is simply a question of where the boy is. 
You get a high rate of reenlistment in a place 
like Honolulu. You get a good reenlistment 
rate at Anchorage, at Elmendorf Field and 
go over to Ejelson, over the mountains, and 
you get a very low rate of reenlistment. 

The Press: When was your rate 53 per 
cent? 

Secretarv Talbott: I don’t know when that 


date is. It has vnne from 53 down to 21 
The Press: Within the last two years? 
Secretary Talbott: Two or three or four 

years. I am not sure. I didn’t ask that 


specific question how fast it’s gone down. 

The Press: You believe, though, that a ten 
per cent increase in rate of reenlistment 
would save— 

Secretary Talbott: $250 million a year. 

The Press: Bring it to 31 per cent from 21? 

Secretarv Talbott: Yes. Anvthing you do 
to raise this rate of reenlistment is just 
money saved. 

Assistant Secretary White: Particularly is 
that true if you could get the reenlistments 
up in the hard core skil!s because the limit- 
ing factor on the ability of the Air Force 
to go is the shortages that exist in certain 
hard core skills. You get that up and you'd 
be in good shape. 

Secretary Talbott: You find in our pilots 
and observers—and by the way, these ob- 
servers are more expensive to train these 
days than the pilots. As a matter of fact, 
the observer must be a pilot and also he has 
got to be an electronics expert because he’s 
got the radar and all the other things, but 
with your pilots and observers, these crews 
—about 70 per cent of those are now career 
men. Now, that leaves 30 per cent that come 
up for reenlistment and almost 50 per cent 
of these reenlist, so our most expensive 
skilled men and the men we have spent the 
most money in training are those men who 
do stay with us. 


Cut OCS Pending File 

The Air Force has reduced from 2,800 
to around 300 the number of “provisional- 
ly qualified” applicants for OCS training. 

It’s a result of the cutback in the OCS 
program, which will see fiscal year 1954 
classes graduating only about 125 instead 
of 640 lieutenants. 

The Air Force said that applicants who 
were disqualified under the forced reduc- 
tion may try again for OCS training one 
year from date of their original applica- 
tion.

Top Army Generals 
Are On The Move 


Top Army general officers were on the 
move this week, as others prepared to 
leave for new assignments. 

General John E. Hull, formerly Vice 
Chief of Staff, arrived in Tokyo, where 
he was greeted by General Mark W. 
Clark, whom he will succeeded as Far 
East Commander, and by General O. P. 
Weyland, who commands the Far East 
Air Forces. 

General Charles L. Bolte, who had been 
USAREUR CG, arrived at MATS Termi- 
nal Wednesday afternoon, where he and 
Mrs. Bolte were welcomed by General 
and Mrs. Matthew B. Ridgway and by 
Lts. Philip and David Bolte, both now 
assigned to Ft. Campbell, Ky. 

General Bolte, who replaces General 
Hull in the No. 2 Army post, in turn was 
succeeded in Europe by Lt. Gen. William 
M. Hoge, formerly CG of the Seventh 
Army. 

Lt. Gen. Anthony C. McAuliffe, Deputy 
Chief of Staff, Operations and Adminis- 
tration, was named to command the 
Seventh Army. 

In another shift which came as a sur- 
prise, Maj. Gen. Walter L. Weible, Dep- 
uty CG of the Fifth Army at Chicago, 
Ill., who had served briefly under General 
Ridgway at SHAPE, was given the three- 
star Deputy Chief of Staff assignment. 

General Weible, 57, entered the Army 
as a private in the Coast Artillery Corps 
on 17 Dec. 1917. He is number 22 on the 
precedence list of Army major generals. 

General McAuliffe will leave Washing- 
ton 16 Oct. for his new assignment and 
General Weible is expected here next 
week. 

Observers note that General Hoge, the 
new USAREUR CG, will be 60 next Janu- 
ary and will have more than five years 
in the permanent grade of major general, 
which has usually meant retirement, al- 
though exceptions are possible. 

Conceivably, Army Secretary Robert T. 
Stevens and General Ridgway may de- 
cide to retain General Hoge as USAREUR 
CG for a time beyond his scheduled re- 
tirement, because of the unusually large 
number of simultaneous assignment 
changes for top generals. 

The likelihood is that General Mc- 
Auliffe will move up next year when Gen- 
eral Hoge leaves the service.

Army Opens Gates For 


Officer Resignations 


The Army, given delayed Defense De- 
partment approval, this week released 
regulations which will make possible the 
submittal of applications for “unqualified 
resignations,” from all officers, Regulars 
and non-Regulars. 

The action is in line with the current 
policy of attempting to get the officer 
corps of all the Services on as voluntary 
a basis as possible. 

The new Army regulation will permit 
resignation of some Regular Medical offi- 
cers, who have heretofore been blocked 
from requesting release from the service. 

The changes announced in Circular 84 
—text herewith—specify that Regular 
officers must have at least three years 
service and at least eight years Federal 
service. 

The Army had wanted to take this 
action earlier in order to prevent charges 
that it was holding Regular officers “cap- 
tive” at the same time that others were 
being forced off active duty involuntarily 
or were being permitted to leave active 
duty under greatly liberalized rules. 

However, some Defense officials felt 
that such an action would bring criticism 
that the Services thereby were showing 
evidence of “letting their guard down” 
and stimulating thereby a public clamor 
to “bring the boys home.” 

With the current force-out programs in 
all the Services, the Defense Department 
has given the green light for resignations 
from Regulars. 

RESIGNATION FROM. THE SERVICE OF 
OFFICERS AND WARRANT OFFICERS ON 
ACTIVE DUTY 

1. Unqualified resignations will be accepted 
from officers and warrant officers who by the 
effective date of acceptance have fulfilled 
such of the following requirements as are ap- 
plicable: 

a, Regular Army officers and warrant offi- 
cers. 

(1) Have completed at least 3 years of ac- 
tive service since appointment in the Regu- 
lar Army. 

(2) Have completed a total of 8 years of 
active or inactive military service in any 
capacity or, having less than 8 years of such 
service, accept an indefinite appointment in 
the Army Reserve and agree to complete a 
total of at least 8 years active and Reserve 
service. 

(3) Have completed any applicable period 
of service required by c below. 

b. Other officers and warrant officers. 

(1) Have completed— 

(a) Twenty-four months total honorable ac- 
tive duty service, including all enlisted, war-

In ‘Routine Changes” 


Army Secretary Robert T. Stevens an- 
nounced on 29 Sept. “routine changes in 
assignment” for 11 general officers—the 
largest number to be shifted in a single 
announcement in many months.

as a souvenir of lasting memory for 
those “Red Devils” troopers who would 
return to civilian dress.

2200 Army Reserve Officers 
Will Receive “RIF’’ Notices 


The Army has launched its officer 
force-out program, with first notices 
slated for more than 2200 Reserve officers 
who will be given 90 days notice. 

Later, additional Reserve officers, most- 
ly in junior officer grades, will receive 
RIF notices as the reduction-in-force 
meets reduced strength ceilings. 

The Army did have some good news 
for its officers this week. 

Disclosure was made that the number 
slated for forced separation will be lower 
than anticipated last July. This is be- 
cause of the fact that a large number 
of requests for voluntary release have 
been received from Reservists. 

The Army has stated previously that 
not including those whose tours normally 
would expire by next 1 July, some 8000 
Reserve officers would have to be re- 
leased. It was emphasized that the num- 
ber to be forced off active duty would 
be related to the number who asked 
voluntary release. 

It is now anticipated that about 4000 
RIF notices will be dispatched in the 
next few months.

A little over 74 years ago there ap- 
peared in the editorial pages of the ARMy 
aND Navy JOURNAL, an article which 
helped to launch the Navy Mutual Aid 
Association on a long and successful 


career. 

In commemoration of this event we are 
pleased to reprint this article and to ex- 
tend to the Association our best wishes | 
for its continued growth and prosperity. | 

From the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL of 
9 Aug. 1879. 

“The Naval Mutual Aid Association, which 
has just completed its organization, as noted 
in the JourRNAL of last week, is one which will 
at once commend itself to the attention and 
hearty support of the officers of the Navy. 
It meets with the warm approval of the Secre- 
tary of the Navy, who has not only placed 
at its disposal a room in the Navy Depart- 
ment, where its meetings may be held and 
the attendant business transacted, but has 
promised to aid it by all the means within 
his power. 

“A sufficient number of officers, to insure 
its financial success, having already signified 
their intention of becoming members, it only 
remains to bring the matter to the attention 
of all the officers in the Navy, whom it seeks 
to benefit, to guarantee a muster-roll which 
will, in the case of the death of a member, 
give to his heirs a very respectable amount 
of money at a very small outlay from each 
member. 

“In organizing this Association, the work- 
ings of similar ones, more especially those 
among the Masonic order, have been care- 
fully studied. All are conversant with the 
great success which has attended these or- 
ganizations, and while their general plan 
will be followed out by the Naval Associa- 
tion, the latter will have the advantage of 
a minimum of expense in its working; there 
being no rents, no salaries and no other out- 
lays beyond those required for the necessary 
printing and correspondence. By this means 
the whole resources of the Association will 
be devoted directly to the benefit of the heirs 
of deceased members, and it will not be 
necessary to allow any fund to accumulate 
from initiation fees. 

“The number of applications already re- 
ceived has far surpassed the expectations of 
the originators of this enterprise. All must 
admit both the wisdom and necessity of an 
officer’s making some provision for his family 
in case of his death, and even though he 
may know that in the latter event his family

Defense Officials Tell AF Buildup Progress, 
More and Better Wings To Be Ready Faster 


Defense Secretary Charles E. Wilson 
and Air Force Secretary Harold E. Tal- 
bott this week disclosed that the Air 
Force is growing bigger and better 
faster than they anticipated. 

Mr. Wilson 
told a press con- 
ference there is 
a possibility the

reach its “in- 
terim” goal of 


120 wings by the 
end of fiscal '54 
—next 30 June— 
instead of by the 
end of FY '55 as 
previously fore- 
cast in Congres- 
sional hearings. 

His remarks 
on 29 Sept. came 
only one day 
after Mr. Talbott 
said that a second source of supply for 
the B-52 bomber is being established at 
the Boeing Aircraft Company's Wichita, 
Kans., plant at a cost of about $250,- 
000,000. 

This “second source” although op- 
erated by the same private contractor 
is in addition to the one now in existence 
at Boeing’s Seattle, Wash., plant where 
the first two B-52’s have been built. 

At the same time, Secretary Talbott 
reported that the Air Force is proceed- 
ing with “accelerated production” of 
North American’s new jet fighter, the 
F-100. 

Said Secretary Talbott: “It’s been

AF May Have Retreated 


On Personnel Increase 
There were indications this week that 
the Air Force has retreated in efforts to 
obtain approval from Defense Secretary 
Charles E. Wilson for an increase in air- 
men strength. 

The Air Force has been authorized to 
keep 134,000 officers during the current 
fiscal year, instead of the previously an- 
nounced 130,000, the increase resulting 
from adjustments made as a result of 
the decision to call thousands ROTC grad- 
uates to active duty. 

At a press conference on 16 Sept., Air 
Force Secretary Harold E. Talbott, re- 
porting that the Air Force build-up was 
months ahead of schedule, said the Air 
Force would seek additional manpower— 
possibly 20,000 from the Defense Depart- 
ment. 

Secretary Wilson was at Mr. Talbott’s 
side when the remark was made. 

This week, Secretary Talbott held 
another press conference. In response to 
questions concerning manpower, Assist- 
ant Secretary H. Lee White said the 
Air Force would be able to man 120 
wings with 960,000 men, but that it may 
be desirable to have 970,000 at the end 
of the fiscal year because of the antici- 
pated heavy loss of airmen in the next 
fiscal year. 


| normal policy to maintain low rates of 
production on all new aircraft until ex- 
tensive testing has been proven and all 
defects eliminated and the aricraft is 
ready for quantity production.” He added 
that the F-100, which exceeded the speed 
of sound in level flight during initial 
tests, has already completed first and 
second phase tests. “Since all indications 
are that it will meet its final test success- 
fully,” Mr. Talbott observed, “the Air 
Force has placed the F-100 into immedi- 
ate accelerated production.” 


He said that money which will be 
saved by cancellation of contracts and 
elimination of more than 150 B-47’s and 
cutbacks in jet engine production will be 
used to buy the new aircraft. 

Secretary Talbott said he believed the 
cutback phase of Air Force procurement 
is over. 

This means that from now on the 
public likely will be told of additional 
plans to speed procurement on late-type 
models, such as the B-52 and the F-100. 

Mr. Wilson’s disclosure that a 120-wing 
Air Force is “possible” by next 30 June 
came as a surprise to Pentagon re- 
porters, who previously had been told 
that the objective was 110 or 114 wings 
by that date. 

It can be taken for granted that Mr. 
Wilson will strive for the achievement 
of the 120-wing figure one year ahead of 
schedule, as will Secretary Talbott, both 
anxious to strengthen the nation’s de- 
fense and to offset widespread criticism 
that cutbacks had weakened the Air 
Force.

in his field has been launched throughout 
the Continental Division of MATS by 
Maj. Gen. James S. Stowell, USAF divi- 
sion commander, with headquarters at 
Kelly AFB, Tex. 

The new program recognizes the need 
for senior non-coms to be capable of pass- 
ing his technical skill on to those under 
his supervision. 

Early in July, General Stowell ap- 
pointed an on-the-job training commit- 
tee to survey field units, determine the 
status of on-the-job training, and to re- 
turn with recommendations for its im- 
provement. 

This board was headed by Lt. Col. Harry 
P. Verbeek, Division training officer, and 
Mr. Ed Wyatt, assistant training officer.

PRESIDENT’S PLANE

Air Force Secretary Harold E. Talbott, 
pointing to “recent revelations regard. 
ing communist indoctrination efforts op 
prisoners in the Korean conflict,” hag 
called for “sustained and even accenty. 
ated” support of the Information and Eq. 
ucation Programs. 


He declared that the I&E activities 
“will remain our principal device for com. 
batting the virus of communism in the 
minds of Air Force personnel.” 


Secretary Talbott directed that “the 
fullest support consistent with the pri. 
mary mission of the Air Force be given 
to the Information and Education Pro. 
grams.” 

He cited the fact that only 43.6 per cent 
of Air Force officers and 1.6 per cent of 
airmen are college graduates. Only 628 
per cent of airmen are high school grad. 
uates or equivalent, Secretary Talbott 
related. 

“These percentages,” he said, “are far 
too low for efficient operation of today’s 
modern complex air arm.” 


Here is the complete text of Secre. 
tary Talbott’s statement, which General 
Nathan F. Twining, Air Force Chief of 
Staff, ordered “brought to the attention 
of all members of the Air Force in order 
that these programs will be given ade 
quate implementation.” 

“The Air Force recognizes its tremendous 
responsibility to train its young men and 
women as individuals and groups to a fine 
degree of combat effectiveness. In addition, 
it has a moral obligation to its members to 
inculcate values which will make them better 
citizens and better Americans. With the 
Korean Truce, it becomes increasingly evi- 
dent that the Information and Education 
Programs must be sustained and even ac 
centuated. 

“THE INFORMATION PROGRAM will re 
main our principal device for combatting 
the virus of communism in the minds of Air 
Force personnel. The recent revelations re 
garding communist indoctrination efforts on 
prisoners in the Korean conflict emphasize 
our responsibility, Through this program we 
must inculcate the highest ideals of citizen- 
ship, faith in our form of government, re 
spect for the dignity of the individual, con- 
fidence in the integrity of the United States, 
a firm sense of mission, and a willingness 
and eagerness to serve in support of the 
ideals of freedom. Ideas of this kind can- 
not be imparted by suggestion alone. Infor- 
mation must be disseminated concerning the 
meaning and objectives of communism, na- 
tional and international issues, the responsi- 
bilities of the United States in world af 
fairs, and the part which the Air Force 
plays in fulfilling these responsibilities. 

*““RECENT surveys show that only 43.6% 
of Air Force officers and 1.6% of airmen

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SAC Men, Present & Past, 
May Buy Special Items 


Seven merchandise items, marked with 
the official SAC emblem, will go on sale 
on or about 15 Oct. at all Strategic Air 
Command base exchanges, Brig. Gen. 
Charles J. Bondley, jr.. SAC Director of 
Materiel, announced this week. Exact 
dates of availability are to be announced 
by local BX officers. 

The program to provide such mer- 
chandise was carried out at the direction 
of General Curtis E. LeMay, SAC’s com- 
mander.

An exclusive necktie, designed for off- 
duty wear by SAC personnel and SAC 
alumni only, will provide airmen a means 
of associating themselves with the com- 
mand while with SAC and upon transfer 
or discharge. To be worn with civilian 
clothing, a diagonal, light blue, starred 
band on a dark blue background about 
the color of the official Air Force Tie.

The crest, which was adopted officially 
after a command-wide contest several 
years ago, depicts force through a mailed 
fist, holding in readiness symbolic light- 
ning bolts of destruction and an olive 
branch.

Army Inquiry Involves 


Six Organization Areas 


The Army this week listed six major 
areas in which the Advisory Committee 
on Organization will concentrate its ef- 
forts between now and the time a report 
is submitted to Secretary Robert T. 
Stevens in December. 

The Committee, under chairmanship of 
Mr. Paul L. Davies, president of the Food 
Machinery and Chemical Corporation of 
San Jose, Calif., with Lt. Gen. Lyman L. 
Lemnitzer as the sole Army member, has 
been requested “to determine what 
changes in the Department’s structure 
may be advisable in light of present 
world conditions.” 

The group will hold all meetings in ex- 
ecutive session and plans to release no 


additional details until work is completed. 


The Army made the following state- 
ment with regard to the Committee’s in- 
vestigation: 

“In conducting its review of Army Or- 
ganization, the Committee will consider all 
elements of the Army, covering field com- 
mands and activities as well as the total de 
Partmental organization in Washington. 
Specifically, study will be given the follow- 
ing organizational areas: 

“(1) The organization of the Army top 
Management to be responsive to the recent 
organizational changes in the Office, Secre- 
tary of Defense resulting from Reorganiza- 
tion Plan No. 6. 


“(2) The organizational adjustments de 
Sirable in the Army to manage effectively 
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the executive agency responsibilities for 
everseas unified commands assigned by the 
Secretary of Defense in accordance with the 
President’s recommendations in submitting 
Reorganization Plan No. 6. 

“*(3) The Organizational requirements to 
accomplish supervision and coordination of 
the Technical Services. 

**(4) Organizational structure for the di- 
rection of the Army’s Research and Develop- 
ment Program. 

**(5) Organization of the Department’s legal 
services with particular reference to the 
proper location of the Legislative Liaison 
function. 

“*(6) The organization and functions cur- 
rently assigned to the Office, Chief of Army 
Field Forces and the relationship of that 
office to other elements in the Army.”’

Fourth Star Possible 
For Lt. Gen. Orval Cook 


There was speculation in Air Force 
circles this week that Lt. Gen. Orval R. 
Cook, Deputy Chief of Staff, Materiel, and 
a three star officer since July 1951, is in 
line for promotion to general. 


He has been given greatly increased 
responsibility as a result of a staff re- 
organization announced this week by Air 
Force Secretary Harold E. Talbott. 

The Air Force has two four-star 
vacancies. 

Already responsible for all production 
and procurement functions, General Cook 
has been delegated additional responsi- 
bilities for research and development. 

This means that both the Air Materiel 
Command and the Air Research and De- 
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velopment Command will come y under his 
purview. 

Additionally, Lt. Gen. Lawrence 
Craigie, Deputy Chief of Staff for De- 
velopment, who continues to have re- 
sponsibility for research and _ initial 
phases of development in the Air Force, 
will report to and be responsible to Gen- 
eral Cook. 

Secretary Talbott said “the transfer of 
staff duties is being made to eliminate 
overlap of functions between AMC and 
ARDC.” 

Thus, General Cook now has ultimate 
responsibility for activities supervised by 
three lieutenant generals — General 
Craigie, Lt. Gen. E. W. Rawlings at AMC 
and Lt. Gen. Donald L. Putt at ARDC.

“Fringe Benefits." To hear some people talk 
you would think the families of Service personnel 
are the only persons enjoying so-called ‘fringe 
benefits.”’ 

A few local merchants hold up their hands in 
horror at commissaries which give the Service 
wife about a 15 per cent break in her food budget. 
The Post Exchange and Ships’ Service Store are 
pointed to as advantages enjoyed by no other 
class of workers. Medical and dental care for 
Service families (when available) is regarded 
by some critics as an unwarranted privilege. 

Yet it is a fact, which the Services’ detractors 
never bring up, that similar “fringe benefits” are 
widely enjoyed throughout civilian business and 
industry. In fact, thousands of concerns, large 
and small, offer parallel benefits (and are con- 
tinually looking for new ones) to keep their em- 
ployees happy and contented. Such firms know 
that these privileges make for more efficient 
workers, aid stability, and attract competent 
help. 

Retail stores are a good example. It is no secret 
that in large and small department stores, spe- 
cialty shops and retail outlets of all kinds, it is 
a universal practice to offer all employees the 
privilege of purchasing merchandise at discounts. 
These discounts depend on the character of goods 
handled and range from 10 to 40 per cent—prob- 
ably an average of 20 per cent. To the family 
of an employee at a department store this is a 
big factor (bigger than commissary and post ex- 
change privileges) and is counted on heavily by 
the store operators to attract and hold good em- 
ployees. 

Concerns manufacturing consumer goods fol- 
low similar practices (often with much larger 
discounts), giving their employees substantial 
advantage over others in purchasing expensive 
items of necessity or luxury which help make 
their lives easier and happier. 

Business and industry likewise go in heavily 
for company-paid insurance policies, sick benefits 
(usually in the form of group health insurance), 
pension, and retirement plans, etc. 

Another popular type of “fringe benefit’ fre- 
quently found in civilian life, but which has no 
parallel in the Services, is that of “bonuses.” 
Most firms provide a form of Christmas bonus, 
sometimes tied to the year’s volume of business. 
Others have regular “profit sharing’ bonuses. 
The biggest of these are usually awarded to the 
executive and supervisory personnel whose base 
pay is already proportionately higher than the 
upper grade pay in the Armed Forces. (Past pay 
studies have revealed that the disparity between 
Service pay and civilian pay is greatest in the 
upper grades.) 

In addition, hundreds of large firms maintain 
doctors and dentists to care for their help and 
their families. Some assist in providing desir- 
able living quarters. Virtually all who maintain 
employees overseas, pay a generous additional 
allowance, or percentage of salary, to compen- 
sate for extra expenses and for living away from 
home. Many stores and factories operate cafe- 
terias or restaurants where employees buy meals 
at cost—frequently cheaper than they can eat at 
home. 

Unfortunately, when attacks are made upon 
Service “fringe benefits’’ the impression is usual- 
ly given that military personnel are the only ones 
who enjoy these privileges. The fact that they 
are widespread through private business is never 
mentioned. 

And they are widespread in business for a 
sound business-like reason—competition for 
desirable employees. 

It should be recognized that the Armed Serv- 
ices are also in the field for competent career 
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commissioned and non-commissioned personnel 
and that these benefits are a vital factor in at- 
tracting and holding career personnel, just as 
they are in private business. Furthermore, as 
any line general or admiral will testify, such 
benefits boost morale and increase efficiency. 
Certainly, National Defense is the public’s busi- 
ness and is entitled to at least some of the com- 
petitive benefits available to private business. 

We urge the Committees of Congress, when 
these subjects are next discussed (and they will 
be soon, for renewed attacks already are being 
organized), to make a study of “fringe benefits” 
in civilian life and not to deprive Service families 
of rights and privileges accorded to their friends 
in private business.

forecasts—speaks well for the conduct of the cur- 
rent program. 

Its bearing on the ultimate defense goal is, 
however, another matter. The 120-wing goal has 
no firm military foundation—it was solely an 
“interim” goal set by the administration as a 
stand-by until the new Joint Chiefs of Staff could 
review the previous JCS determination that a 
143-wing Air Force was the minimum necessary 
for the protection of the United States. The new 
JCS has not yet set the minimum air, ground 
or naval strength necessary for the defense of 
our homeland. 

In the meantime to be sure, with no war losses 
in Korea and by better programming and tak- 
ing advantage of technical progress in aircraft 
and engines, we will reach 120 wings sooner than 
anticipated. We know, however, that none of 
these 120 wings will include B-52 or new type 
fighter wings. We know, too, that the current 
program does not envision plant expansion or 
opening of new sources of production to expand 
the mobilization base. 

Therefore, let us hope that the prospective 
completion of the 120-wing “interim” goal next 
June is not really an objective in itself. Let us 
hope, rather, that both government and industry 
are looking forward to a program that will pro- 
vide not only the means of production for the 
goal that the JCS may set, but the basis for any 
expansion that world conditions may demand.

When the wives of men on active 
duty in the armed forces of our coun- 
try read your editorials they feel re- 
lief and gratitude that someone un- 
derstands their problems and the 
problems of their husbands.

peace, there must be some security 
for the serviceman to hang onto. 

We, the wives of servicemen on ac- 
tive duty, have seen our men at- 
tacked on all sides by our fair-weath- 
er compatriots. All is fair for us in 
war—the heartaches and loneliness, 
too. But let peace raise her lovely 
head and our men’s integrity is chal- 
lenged, their characters are smeared 
and our economic foundation is un- 
dermined by pressure. The people 
and the legislators used us and now 
they don’t need us any more. Where 
would you expect morale to be? 

But the wives do earnestly believe 
that this country needs her service- 
men. We are not going to sit idly by 
and we are not going to encourage 
our men to leave the service. We are 
extremely angry. We intend to take a 
leaf from labor’s notebook and do 
the one thing we can possibly do. 
There are thousands of us all over 
the world, and we will organize. 

Already there is one branch of the 
armed forces in which the wives have 
a national organization — the Navy 
Wives. These wives of Navy enlisted 
personnel are working around the 
clock to let the Congress and the 
people know what they think of leg- 
islation abolishing commissaries. 

There is the national organization, 


(wives of deceased servicemen), who, 
being organized, are vocal. During 
the consideration of the Appropria- 
tions Bill in which commissaries were 
abolished by a rider, widows of men 
who died in service were excluded 
from commissary privileges. When 
these women found their commissary 
cards summarily being taken away 
from them before the Act became 
law through a legislative quirk, their 
leaders called upon the membership 
to write to their Senators and Con- 
gressmen and protest. Letters poured 
in on Congress from all over the 
United States. Widows’ privileges 
were reinstated by the Senate. 

Yes, we will organize. We will have 
the full help and cooperation of the 
Navy Wives and the Gold Star Wives. 
Surely there should be dignity and 
security for the man who fights to 
preserve those things for the rest of 
his country, and for his wife or widow 
and the children of whom he sees so 
little.

I 
look forward to receiving the Journal 
each week with a great deal of gratitude, as 
it bolsters my own morale at a time when 
other newspapers and periodicals seem to be 
uninterested in doing anything about the 
curtailment of ‘‘fringe benefits.’’ 


A group of us whose husbands are on ac- 
tive duty became thoroughly incensed at the 
time H. R. 5969 was under consideration 
(with the  legislation-in-an-appropriations- 
bill rider on commissaries) and we circulated 
the attached letter and petition. This was 
also circulated by Mrs. Walton Walker, 
widow of General Walker, who was killed 
in Korea, among her friends whose husbands 
are on active duty, although in this case of 
course she signed her own name. I personal- 
ly delivered the petition to the Hill signed 
by about 75 active service wives, but we do 
not feel that it was particularly effective, as 
Washington addresses were given in all 
cases. Through the results obtained by the 
Gold Star Wives in their letters to Congress, 
we feel that this is a much more realistic 
approach. 

And, of course, 
premise: 

This country may soon be in a critical sit- 
uation because of lack of reenlistment in 
the armed forces and its effect on national 
defense, as you have so ably pointed out in 
your editorials and articles, and as the De- 
partment of Defense has realized. I have 
enclosed a letter written from an emotional 
viewpoint which I hope you will publish, ask- 
ing that service wives organize to try to 
stop the curtailment of ‘‘fringe benefits’’ and 
thus raise the morale of our men in service, 
particularly that of those who, like my hus+ 
band, are overseas. I firmly believe that this 
is the only way we can combat the pressure 
groups from ‘‘big business’’ who are fight- 
ing us without regard to our low incomes 
or to what may happen to armed services 
morale and thus affect our national defense. 
It truly seems to me that big business is 
sitting upon the little fellow again. My let- 
ter was written to wake up our service wives 
and prod them to action. We can act only 
if we are kept informed of happenings in 
Washington, and without organization this 
would be impossible. The commissary rider 
became law before more than a few of the 
thousands most affected by it even knew that 
it was being considered. The trend certainly 
leads us to fear that this could happen again.

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Russian Blight Withers the Lugano Project 

HE Western powers’ hopes for a four-power conference at Lugano on 15 Oct., 

never extremely confident, were ended this week with Russia’s long delayed 
reply to the Anglo-French-American invitation of a month ago. It was a typical 
Red reply. It did not accept and it did not decline, but it expended a dozen type- 
written pages in stating that there are two “necessary” preliminaries to such a 
meeting. Both, it happens, are unacceptable to the United States, and this was of 
course known to Moscow when the evasive reply was framed. 

The first Red requirement was admission of Red China to a five-power con- 
ference for considering projects “to lessen tension in international relations;” 
Red China’s qualifications for increasing tensions is well recognized, but her proper 
concern with the main purposes of the proposed Lugano conference—peace for 
Germany and Austria—is zero. The second Red requirement favored a four-power 
discussion of the German issues including “all proposals introduced” in preparing 
the agenda; this would open the meeting to the countless irrelevancies which Mos- 
cow habitually introduces and effectively kill off desired action. Unhappy Austria’s 
affairs Moscow consents to discuss in “normal diplomatic channels”; these are the 
channels by which Moscow for seven years has forestalled every decision—to the 
point where now Britain and France are wearily considering reducing their occu- 
pation forces, which is quite satisfactory to Moscow. 


RUSSIA’S RELUCTANCE to engage in any discussion of German affairs is ob- 
vious. The past summer’s demonstration of East Germany’s contempt for its Soviet 
masters has gravely hurt Russia’s prestige throughout the satellite states, and this 
is no time to experience a further exposure of Communism’s weakness, which the 
Lugano conference might easily bring. Yet it would seem that Moscow has missed 
an opportunity to make hay out of such a meeting, by exploiting the undeniable 
differences which exist among the three western powers and, for that matter, 
within each of the three. West Germany, fortunately, has lately closed ranks on 
foreign issues and can be counted on for a firm policy with regard to Russia. The 
death on Tuesday of Dr. Ernst Reuter, West Berlin’s courageous and aggressive 
Mayor, is most regrettable, but during his long, magnificent, and successful de- 
fense he so clearly demonstrated the virtue of boldness and integrity that his suc- 
cessor in West Berlin can hardly fail to follow Mayor Reuter’s distinguished example, 


RUSSIA’S EVASIVE REPLY appears to kill off the chance of a four-power 
conference and, all considered, this may not be a total loss, in that it will force 
the western powers to make their own advances toward the main end sought, and, 
in doing so, to make their own adjustments. Some are plainly necessary, and we 
can hardly be so chauvinistic as to think that Britain and France must eternally 
and in all things subordinate their own policies and actions to ours. There has 
been a great deal of American irritation over the behavior of some of our Allies 
in the Far East. In all fairness it should be recognized that some of our own swift 
decisions in the Far East have not met with the approval of all our partners in 
the Far East enterprise; nor have all our actions in Europe. It is significant that 
in this week’s periodic report to Congress on Mutual Defense Assistance, Harold 
Stassen, Director of Foreign Operations, states firmly that we will not try to force 
upon friendly nations stricter embargoes than they themselves have laid—on which 
some of our statesmen have not seen eye to eye. There have been other points of 
difference. 

With Spain, for example, we have lately completed a compact which, general 
as are the terms of the public document, seems to afford to both Spain and the 
United States certain welcome material advantages, although not all originally 
sought. The compact has been reached despite the at times angry complaint of im- 
portant statesmen both of Britain and France; it has been reached because of 
American conviction that the military-economic agreement would be of real bene- 
fit, not only to Spain whose government seems able to concentrate on its own in- 
terests, or to America which has been doing exactly that, but to the west’s defense 
generally. We are so sure of it that we believe the fact will in time become clear 
to London and Paris as well, although not to the die-hards. But it is only right to 
recognize that our Spanish policy is probably as offensive to some of our Allies 
as their Red China policy is to us. 


SPAIN SOUGHT to drive a hard bargain and spenc so long doing so that 
America’s own ardor for the compact had time to cool slightly. But we emerge 
with what seems, for all the indefiniteness of the terms, to be a real benefit to 
both sides. We appear to have a solid arrangement for the modernization of two 
naval anchorages and supply terminals (Cadiz and Barcelona) and four airports 
well spaced for affording support to our interests in the Eastern Atlantic and 
the Western Mediterranean. El Ferrol appears to provide a most useful terminal 
for future patrols across the Bay of Biscay and the English Channel; we would 
have found that southern terminal most useful during World War II. The mere 
existence of landing strips and maintenance facilities on the high Spanish plateau 
(filling that important geographical space between present bases in the United 
Kingdom and in Northwest Africa) is of great importance. The areas may be 
regarded as staging-bases for long-range bombers, or as take-off points for shorter- 
range attack planes to be employed in support of NATO forces east of the Pyrenees; 
either role is important. Spain’s gains are more than military; the construction 
work promises jobs for many idle, and the dollars promise great relief for a badly 
starved economy; almost as important from Senor Franco’s viewpoint is the 
admittance to the threshold of NATO. He will not quickly get any farther, but 
the threshold is something. After all, it is big enough to hold Marshal Tito, also. 

Something like 100,000 troops of Britain, Greece, Italy, Turkey, and the United 
States on Wednesday began a series of exercises designed to test NATO plans 
for defense of Thrace and the Dardanelles approaches, with a view to averting 
enemy assaults aimed at splitting off Turkey and part of Greece from the rest 
of the west. Exercise Weldfast is commanded jointly by Admiral William M. Fech- 
teler, new Commander in Chief of the Southern sector of the European command, 
and Admiral Earl Mountbatten, Commander in Chief of Allied forces in the Medi- 
terranean, Greek participation has been reduced sharply by reason of economies 
forced by the recent earthquake, but not eliminated. The maneuver (Turkey’s first 
under NATO) will, as usual, test more than the defense plan; it will permit judg- 
ment on the degree of training reached thus far by the Allied forces, and their 
familiarity with command and communications requirements. 
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CIVILIAN DEFENSE LEADERS, stirred by recent re- 
ports of Soviet weapons progress, will urge the 
Defense Dept. to provide a joint command struc- 
ture for the U. S., nationally or sectionally, 
notwithstanding SecDef. Wilson's press conference 
statement this week that a joint continental com- 
mand was "not a problem.” The charge is made that 
in the absence of the designation of a single 
joint commander, as is done in overseas areas, 

a chaotic situation could easily develop in event 
of sudden enemy attack. It’s a good bet this 
matter will provoke increasing comment—and even- 
tually a public statement by JCS members. If pro- 
vision has been made for joint U.S. commands, 

the public hasn't been told about it. 





WITH WHITE HOUSE 0O.K. CERTAIN, for the President 
is a staunch believer, the Armed Forces will 
press vigorously in next year’s Congress for an 
expanded I&E program. Successful Communist in- 
doctrination of some prisoners will be cited as 
one reason for a stepped-up program. The job 
would be to so inculcate U.S. military forces 
with patriotic ideals that they would be able to 
withstand any ordeal. The statement made by AF 
Sec’y. Talbott in this issue may be considered 
a kick-off in the bid for more I&E funds. The 
last Congress cut the AF's I&E program, notably 
in off-duty education for officers. 





MARINE CORPS travel funds are in "critical" 
shape and all Corps COs have been urged to exer- 
cise “extreme caution” when they issue any type 
of travel orders which involve the expenditure 
of Government funds.

PRESS CONFERENCE LEADERSHIP at the Pentagon cur- 
rently is held by the Air Force which, having 
been stung by “premature” announcement of pro- 
curement plans, is now holding frequent meetings 
with reporters to make certain the full story can 
be presented. The B-52 announcement is the most 
recent example. Meantime, SecDef Wilson has told 
plans for weekly press conferences. The Army and 
Navy undoubtedly will take the cue. Neither the 
Army nor Navy Sec’y. has held a full-dress press 
conference since taking office. 





ADMINISTRATION SPOKESMEN will have an easier 
time on Capitol Hill next year during Air Force 
budget hearings if the 120-wing “interim” goal 
is reached by the end of FY '54, next 30 June, 
rather than one year later as forecast during 
the last Congress. The fact that the AF build-up 
is ahead of schedule will be publicized strongly 
as interest in the '55 budget heightens. 





AF R&D OFFICERS throughout the country were taken 
by surprise in this week's announcement by Sec'y. 
Talbott of the additional responsibility for the 
Deputy Chief of Staff, Materiel. The announce- 
ment could have been a “rush job,” since it was 
appended to a statement of plans for aircraft 
procurement. 


NEWS STORIES in this issue which tell of dis- 
tinctive off-duty apparel for SAC personnel and 
members of the Army’s 508th Airborne Regiment 
will become more frequent. The military chiefs 
want to build up unit esprit as part of the over- 
all campaign to raise Service Attractiveness. The 
use of special clothing items is one way in which 
this esprit will be bolstered. SAC and the 508th 
will soon have plenty of competition, and top 
commanders will encourage it.

MILITARY MEDICAL CHIEFS are dissatisfied with re- 
cently imposed ceilings on the number of medical 


officers, which will reduce doctor strength by 
hundreds of officers. Air Force officials declare 
that the number of doctors authorized "is far 
less than actual requirements.” It's reported 
that efforts are being made to get “some measure 
of relief" from the ceiling, but chances are not 
considered bright. Congress, however, has gotten 
tough about medical officer cuts in the past, 

and may demand explanation of the current limita- 
tions when Capitol Committees resume hearings in 
January. 


FIVE YEARS DUTY as chief of SAC will be racked 
up this month by Gen. Curtis E. LeMay. He was 
confirmed last year by the Senate to switch as- 
Signments with Gen. Nathan F. Twining, then Vice 
CofS, and now AF CofS, but the tarnsfer was can- 
celled when Gen. Hoyt S. Vandenberg, former CofS, 
was taken ill suddenly. When Thomas K. Finletter 
was AF Sec’y., he argued strongly that AF generals 
should be given more responsibility for top jobs 
in unified and NATO commands. Many thought that 
among those Mr. Finletter had in mind Gen. LeMay 
was prominent. 





THE NAVY'S TARGET and training submarines, newest 
of which will be completed this month by Electric 
Boat, are no longer "warships." Assistant SecNav 
Fogler has had them reclassified as "Service 
Craft." 





EFFECTIVENESS REPORTS for military personnel as- 
signed to the Office, Secretary of Defense, now are 
being made out by civilian officials. This was a 
recommendation of the Rockefeller Committee on 
Defense Reorganization.

DAILY NEWSPAPER PLAY of AF Sec'’y. Talbott's re- 
marks concerning the need to safeguard fringe 
benefits was disappointing to Pentagon officials, 
but the subordinate treatment was understandable. 
Disclosure of plans at the same press conference 
to accelerate production of B-52 bombers and 
F-100 fighters took the edge off Mr. Talbott's 
forceful “attractiveness” statement. To the Serv- 
ices, however, he showed that he will be in the 
forefront of all efforts to make a military ca- 
reer more attractive. 





ADVOCATES of better promotion policies for Wave 
officers have come up with some interesting sta- 
tistics about the Navy's Regular officer corps. 
Counting only Line officers on active duty, the 
Navy has more four-star admirals than it has 

Wave commanders, and for every woman three-striper 
there are six Vice Admirals and 44 Rear Admirals. 


SENATOR McCARTHY, who this week became a bridegroon, 
has told Service wives he will protest any undue 
closing of commissaries. Meantime, the belief is 
growing in the Pentagon that to the extent he can 
do so, consistent with terminology of the Appro- 
priations Act, SecDef Wilson will be liberal in 

his determination of which commissaries are closed 
and which will remain open after 31 Dec. On Capitol 
Hill, there are indications that a number of influ- 
ential legislators are changing their minds about 
the dsirability of closing commissaries. It's a 
good example of the dangers in last-minute action 
on Appropriations Act riders. Chairman Dewey Short 
(R-Mo.) of the House Armed Services Committee re- 
portedly is preparing to blast this legislative 
technique early in the next session.

Furthermore, they believe that 
Congress would be sympathetic if the 
facts were presented forcefully by top 
officials of the Defense Department. 

Admiral Radford and the other mem- 
bers of the Joint Chiefs of Staff will fight 
hard for action to boost morale and to 
retain experienced non-commissioned ofli- 
cers. The remarks of the JCS Chairman 
to the influential Capital newsmen is a 
clear indication of how strongly he and 
his colleagues feel about this matter.

(b) Twelve months honorable active duty 
service, including all enlisted, warrant, and 
commissioned service, between 16 September 
1940 and 24 June 1948, or 

(c) Ninety days honorable active duty sery- 
ice, including all enlisted, warrant, and com- 
missioned service, between 7 December 194] 
and 2 September 1945. 

(2) Have satisfied any Reserve obligation 
imposed by the Universal Military Training 
and Service Act, as amended. 

(3) Have completed any applicable period 
of service required by c below. 

c. Officers and warrant officers regardless 
of component. 

(1) Those alerted or on orders for oversea 
service and those already overseas must con- 
plete 12 months of oversea service unless re- 
turned to the continental United States earlier 
under existing policies. 

(2) Those overseas whose dependents have 
joined them or are en route overseas must 
complete 12 months after arrival of their 
dependents. 

(3) Those who have attended service schools 
or civilian educational institutions or par- 
ticipated in the training-with-industry pro- 
gram must complete any period specified in 
regulations in connection with such special 
training. 

(4) Those selected for assignment to a 
military mission, a Military Assistance Ad- 
visory Group, or attaché office must complete 
their training and the oversea tour prescribed 
by regulations. 

2. In view of the continuing necessity for 
rafting professional medical personnel, resig- 
nations tendered by such personnel will be 
accepted under this policy only upon the 
recommendation of The Surgeon General and 
will be limited to a small number each month 
commencing with those who have the longest 
active service. 

3. Exceptions to this policy may be granted 
fo rextreme compassionate circumstances. 

4. a. Regular Army officers and warrant 
officers who submit resignations and who 
have satisfied the requirements set forth in 
paragraph la (2) are encouraged to accept an 
appointment in the Army Reserve. Major 
commanders in forwarding requests will in- 
dicate in their indorsement that the individ- 
ual has been offered an opportunity to apply 
for a commission in the Army Reserve (not 
on active duty). 

b. Regular Army personnel who have less 
than 8 years’ service as required by pare 
graph 1a (2) will submit DA AGO Form 17 
(Application for Appointment in the Officer's 
Reserve Corps) DD Form 98 (Loyalty Cer- 
tificate for Personnel of the Armed Forces), 
and DD Form 98a (Consolidated List of Or 
ganizations Designated by The Attorney Ger- 
eral on October 30, 1950, Pursuant to Execu- 
tive Order No. 9835) with their tenders of 
resignation in order to effect their appoint: 
ment in the Army Reserve (not on active 
duty). 

5. DA Circular 68, 1953, is rescinded.

Fifth, the Organization as a team must 
then Perform its Functions and Accom- 
plish its assigned mission, and 

Finally, the execution or Performance 
must have that vital essential at all 
times and at all stages of Command 
Supervision. 

I shall not try, on this occasion, to 
state the Army’s missions in detailed 
form, but I do wish to recall to your 
mind that however you word the Army’s 


by whick to judge what the mission was 
and the manner’of its performance. That 
criterion, gentlemen, is success in bat- 
tle—success and all that it contributes in 
battle to the Nation’s military team. 
The modern state and its government, 
particularly our own, is about the most 
complex organization yet developed on 
earth. In the formulation of its policies 
and in their execution, the main fields, 
such as the political, economic, financial, 
social, and military, are inseparably in- 
ter-dependent. No one field can any 
longer be isolated and major decisions 
in it made without regard to one or more 





of the others. 
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Yet, and I think this is basic—at least 
it is in my way of thinking—the respon- 
sibility of the professional military man 
lies in the professional military field. His 
over-riding responsibility is to give his 
honest, objective, professional military 
advice to those civilians who by our Con- 
stitution are his Commanders. It is not 
his responsibility to decide whether the 
military means which he determines are 
the minimum essential to accomplish the 
military task assigned him will cost more 
than the Nation can afford. He has not

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Military Man’s Responsibilities Told By New Army Chief Of Staff 


(Continued from Preceding Page) 
been trained for that. It is not, I submit, 
within his field of responsibility. He must, 
of course, as every senior commander is 
today, be aware of the major factors in 
these other major fields. He must recog- 
nize, every senior commander does 
today, the imperative necessity of maxi- 
mum economy and efficiency in the utili- 
zation of whatever military means his 
Government may make available to him. 
There is no question of this any more 
than there is any question of the loyalty 
of these senior officers in carrying out 
the decisions announced to them by 
proper civilian authority. 

The point I wish to make here, and I 
repeat it for emphasis, is that the pro- 
fessional military man has three primary 
responsibilities : 

First, to give his honest, fearless, 
objective, professional military opin- 
ion of what he needs to do the job 
the Nation gives him. 

Second, if what he is given is less 
than the minimum he regrads as es- 
sential, to give his superiors an hon- 
est, fearless, objective opinion of the 
consequences, as he sees them 
from the military viewpoint, of this 
shortage, and 

Third and finally, he has the duty, 
whatever be the final decision, to do 
the utmost with whatever he is fur- 
nished.

ing about a moment ago, namely, our 
»ver-riding mission 

The Army's peacetime successes, how- 
ver numerous, are secondary in impor- 
tance to this one over-riding, vital re- 
juirement—it must win in war. 

Essentials to Victory 

Now there are certain simple essen- 
tials by which it can and will win in war. 

In simplest terms, these are Men, 
Voney, and Morale, or, since we don't 
control the acquisition of money, these 
essentials are: 

First—arms and equipment 
Second—training 

Third—leadership. 


None of these needs much explanation 
to you, and the first doesn’t need much 
explanation to the American people. I 
think they recognize pretty well that the 
days of club and sling, of spear and ax 
have passed, and that no Army or mili- 
tary force today can expect success in 
battle if insufficiently or inadequately 
irmed, no matter how well trained or 
how well led. 

The other two basic elements need a 
lot of continuing explanation to our peo- 
ple, and one of them at least, Leader- 
ship, needs a lot of continuing study by 
vurselves, 

Basic Requirements 

Now, developing the thought a little 
from these last two elements, Training 
And Leadership, two basic requirements 
stand out. 

First, foremost, and always, we 
must have an Officer Corps, compris- 
ing a professional, long-term cadre 
adequate both in size and in quality. 
This is the heart and soul of any 
military organization. None will ever 
be better, or even quite as good, as 
its Officer Corps. This is the great 
reservoir of the character, of devo- 
tion to duty, of loyalty, of profes- 
sional competence — the fountain- 
head by which tradition is planted 
and nourished. 

If we are to have this, and without 
it we do not have an Army, we must have 
represented in our professional officer 
cadre a cross-section of the Nation’s life, 
a fair share of the best the Nation pro- 
duces in character, in intellect, and in 
culture. If we do not, if it is not repre- 
sentative of a cross-section of America, it 
will not, in the long run, have that sup- 
port of the American people which it 
must have to accomplish its ultimate 
mission. 

Next, and closely after the Officer 


Corps, is the requirement for the 
Noncommissioned Officer Corps, 


with its professional cadre of career 
personnel, inspired by the precepts 
of the Officer Corps whose standards 
it emulates. 
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These, gentlemen, are the essentials 
with which leadership can accomplish 
the seemingly impossible. These are the 
essentials without which ultimate suc- 
cess is impossible. These are the ele- 
ments to which I invite your attention, 
and which I suggest we, all of us, keep 
before our eyes, however numerous the 
distractions of our day to day concerns. 

With these two instruments with 
which to work, an Officer and a Noncom- 
missioned Officer Corps of proper quality 
and adequate size, we can then be con- 
fident that the young men and women of 
America turned over to us to train will 
receive the best in professional, physical, 
and spiritual education that it is possible 
to provide. 

Relationship to the Soldiers 

This brings me to the last of the major 
generalizations which I wish to make in 
this talk this morning: that, is the Offi- 
cer and Enlisted Man relationship. 


When we were young officers, we 
served a long apprenticeship, during 
which our primary concern was the care, 
training, and welfare professionally, 


physically, and morally—of the men un- 
der our command. We had, on the aver- 
age, between 15 and 20 years to learn 
those lessons. They became ingrained. 
We recognized a responsibility twenty- 
four hours a day, seven days a week, for 
these men. We knew affection for them 
in our hearts, and we knew their unfail- 
ing response to real leadership. They 
vere American soldiers, and there aren’t 
iny finer ones. 

We must pass on to the younger 
officers the know-how of handling 
the American soldier. We have not 
taught the younger officer what to 
us became second nature — the re- 
sponsibility of the officer for his men. 
We have that responsibility here in 
Washington equally with our brother 
officers in the field. 

We exist here in the Pentagon for one 
primary purpose, and that is to ascer- 
tain, evaluate and to the limit of our 
abilities, to meet the requirements of the 
commanders in the field who are 
charged with the execution of decisions 
made here. I shall expect that no matter 
how engrossed we become in the multi- 
tude of staff procedures here we remem- 
ber these basic elements for which we, 
individually and collectively, are respon- 
sible. 

I have 
wish to 


a few other topics on which I 
dwell, unreleated for the most 
part but deserving I think of being 
brought to your attention. If you find 
them, or anything else I have said this 
morning, of value to you in the exercise 
of leadership by your own chosen meth- 
ods, then I shall hope you will make a 
note, and use them. 

We face a situation unparalleled in the 
history of our or any other country. We 
are in the presence of evolving social 
and scientific forces, of which we can 
perceive only the general trends at this 
time. 

The more confused we may tend to be- 
come, the more imperative is it, there- 
fore, that in our thinking we keep simple, 
basic principles and objectives before 
our minds. 

Civilian Control 


One of these basic principles was 
stated by President Eisenhower in trans- 
mitting to the Congress Re-organization 
Plan No. 6, since become law. In it he 
stressed several points, one of which was 
the necessity for the maintenance of 
democratic institutions. This point is 
illustrated by the reiteration of a princi- 
ple to which America has been unfail- 
ingly dedicated: the principle of civilian 
control of the military. 

The command channels by which that 
control is to be exercised have been 
made unmistakably clear. The channel 
goes from the Constitutional Command- 
er-in-Chief to the Secretary of Defense 
and through him to the Service Secre- 
taries. In my own case, my commander 
is Secretary Stevens. I had not known 
him until last April, when he first visited 
my command in Europe. I want to say 
to you gentlemen—without reservation— 





that the Army has as its civilian com- | 





mander as high-principled a man as the 
Nation can produce. 

In a short talk he made at the 
Quantico Conference he said, “No one 
ever had more respect for the Army 
or more humility in approaching my 
task than I. I shall defend its pres- 
tige and rightful privileges to the 
utmost.” 

I am proud to serve under Secretary 
Stevens as Chief of Staff, and I feel sure 
you share that feeling with me. 

Now I confide to you senior, respon- 
sible members of this staff the respon- 
sibility for proper indoctrination of all 
the personnel in your respective divi- 
sions, to the end that our teamwork and 
the mutual respect and understanding 
essential to teamwork be _ steadily 
strengthened and broadened. 

Please remember, in this as in every- 
thing else I have presented today, there 
is a responsibility on each of us to edu- 
cate others. Actually, everything in life 
can be translated into some form or 
other of educative process, or, if you like, 
of training; and the requirements for 
training, and for leadership, are just as 
active and just as necessary in this great 
staff as they are in any field command 
anywhere in the Army. It plays just as 
vital a part right here as in the Seventh 
Army, the Eighth Army, or anywhere in 
the Continental United States. 

Now a few points secondary in impor- 
tance to what I have already said but 
still worthwhile, because they represent 
some of my idiosyncrasies as applied to 
the tasks we must work out together. 

THE VICE CHIEF OF STAFF stands 
in essentially the same relation to me 
as does the Chief of Staff to the com- 
mander of a major unit. It has always 
been my principle and practice in high 
command that there are no official secrets 
of any kind between me and my Chief of 
Staff; that he and I together are a dual 
personality; that responsibility cannot 
be delegated but authority can and 
must; and that the decisions and direc- 
tives of the Chief of Staff—in this case 
the Vice Chief of Staff—are, in every 
sense, my decisions and my directives. 

THE DEPUTY CHIEFS OF STAFF. 
The duties of the Deputies, are clearly 
defined in current regulations. They too, 
have, as they must have, broad delega- 

tion of authority. 


THE ASSISTANT CHIEFS OF 
STAFF and, in fact, each Chief of a 
Staff Division has, I trust, adequate, 


proper, delegated authority for the op- 
eration of his division and the discharge 
of his functions within the prescribed 
staff structure. If any one feels he has 
not, he should raise the issue. 

LOYALTY. The necessity for this basic 
military essential is so clear that you 
scarcely ever hear it mentioned. Yet it is 
not automatic, and it is not always pres- 
ent—up, down, and laterally in equal de- 
gree—as it must be. This is not so much 
through design as through failure to cul- 
tivate it and to recognize its eternal im- 
portance. It either does or does not exist, 
and sometimes determination is difficult. 
It is particularly vital today in this pe- 
riod when we cannot see very far beyond 
the horizons, and when the utterances of 
senior officers, whether made publicly or 
in private groups, assume ever-increas- 
ing significance. 

I shall expect the officers of this Staff 
to present their own honest views, fear- 
lessly, forthrightly, but objectively in the 
light of their own conclusions as to what 
best serves the Army’s over-all interests. 
The most dangerous adviser to have 
around is a “Yes Man,” and the most use- 
less is one who thinks of self instead of 
service. I shall also expect, at all levels, 
that having expressed his opinions and 
having heard the decisions, his entire 
support will then be put behind the exe- 
cution of that decision, regardless of what 
his views had been. 

CLIQUES. I have not the slightest 
knowledge of the existence of any cliques 
within this headquarters. I pray there are 
none, but I want to say in unequivocal 
terms that I will not tolerate such vicious 
elements if it is within my power to 
eliminate them. 

CRITICISM. Indulgence in criticism is 
an ever-present temptation. If yielded to 


| 


it can quickly become a vice difficult to 
break. In the civilian field it is of legge; 
importance. In military organizations jt js 
of vital importance. It tends to corrode 
and corrosion produces friction, and frie. 
tion generates heat and eventually spoils 
any machine if uncorrected. I am not 
talking of honest differences of opinion 
least of all at those times when issues are 
being debated. I am talking of the prap. 
tice of vicious “crabbing” about the of. 
ficial actions of proper authority. 

BRIEFING. It is of the highest in. 
portance. It is impossible to read thy 
masses of paper which your conscieng 
might dictate that you should read, and 
the only alternative is oral presentation 
I expect only matters of major impor. 
tance—generally speaking those requir. 
ing basic decisions or providing basic in. 
formation which I should have—to reach 
me. When they do, I want in general an 
oral presentation by an officer thoroughly 
familiar with the major points on each 
side of every issue involved. These pres. 
entations will be arranged for by the 
Secretary of the General Staff. 

I want no ex parte presentations at an 
time. If unresolved issues are presented 
to me, the views of the principal advo- 
cates of alternative courses of actior 
must likewise be presented. Where th 
matter involves execution by a princi 
subordinate command, I want, in advance 
wherever practicable, the views of th: 
commander who to charged wit! 
the responsibility for execution. 

High-type briefing requires high-ty; 
thinking, a mastery of the facts, and th: 
ability to summarize these facts wit 
maximum effect in minimum words. 

THE WORK LOAD. I think it is ex 
cessive. I think it must be and can | 
reduced. I shall seek the full cooperation 
of Secretary Stevens and the Under an 
Assistant Secretaries. But within ou 
own resources, I think we can do much 
by better organization more of the 
spoken than the written word, less atten- 
tion to the written record for alibi pur- 
poses, and more efficient and adequate 
delegation of authority to subordinates

tance. There are many others, I don’t pre 
tend to know the answers yet. I have 
lot to learn from you before I can ex 
pect to know the answers; but with your 
full help, on which I count, I am coni- 
dent we shall find them. We shall meet 
together like this from time to time, but 
not so often as to trespass unduly upon 
your busy days. I shall visit each of you 
in your domains in the near future. 

I have one note on which I want 
close this first meeting. I am profound] 
conscious of the privilege of sharing ser\- 
ice with you and in seeking together t 
contribute our utmost in the discharg 
of the tremendous responsibilities will 
which the United States Army is charge¢ 
I have the deepest respect for what you 
have done, and what you are doing. I have 
no major changes to make at this time 
I shall make none at any time without 
those most concerned having the fullest 
opportunity to discuss them with me ané 
to participate in the process of reaching 
decisions. I shall have in these matters 
but one criterion: the over-all good ° 
the United States Army in the light 
the counsel which you and our field com 
manders give me and then of the best 
judgment I am capable of exercising. —
